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POLICE PATROL. 


Inspt. Snyder and party returned 
from a long patrol to Jaspér House, 
Sturgeon Jake, Grand Prairie, Dunveg- 
an, Peace river crossing, Lesser Slave 
Jake and Fort Assinibcine, on Friday 
morning, 

They ieft Edmonton on July 16 for 
Jasper House and took the usual trail 
by way of Lake St. Ann and McLeod 
and Athabasca rivers, keeping on the 
south side of the Athabasca all the way. 
This trail was very bad must of the 
way. There had evidently been a 
heavy rainfall in that country and the 
trail, never of the best, was about its 
worst. From the lake above Jasper 
House he turned back down the Atha- 
basca to a point about 30 miles below 
Jasper House and about ten above the 
junction of a stream called the Old 
Maa’s river which comes in from the 
north. There he crossed the Athabasca 
and went north westward to some fishing 
lakes which are beyond its head, on 
waters fallinginto the Baptiste branch 
of the Athabasca, and where Pierre 
Grey formerly had a trading post. 
Thence he intended to follow the trail 
across to the Little Smoky and down 
that stream, but great fires had occur- 
rd in recent years which had made 
about fifty miles of the country directly 
between impassable. The timber had 
been -over three feet through, in many 
cases, and was piled 20 feet high in 
places. He therefore had to continue 


nearly due northward for about 20 | 
miles from the Baptiste to the Little | 


Smoky which he followed down all the 
way to the point where the trail from 
Lake St. Ann by way of the mouth of 
McLeod river to Sturgeon lake crosses 
it, a distance of about i00 miles. For 
part of this distance there was no trail, 
in part the trail was very faint and in 
part it had been a well marked trail, 
but had been abandoned. In all of the 
part before it was joined by the old 
trail to the Smoky which left the Atha- 
basca at Drift pile camp, it was hard 
travelling, owing chiefly to fallen tim- 


ber and in some places to wet ground. | 


Fron the junction already mentioned 
to the crossing of the Little Smoky 
it was very fair through poplar covered 


the mouth of the Smoky is 60 miles. 


There is a wagon road througk beau ti- 
ful country. Crossed the Peace on the 
19th,and on the morning of the 20th met 
Campbe!l and Brenton, the Edmonton 
explorers, about 10 miles from the river. 
| They would reach it and possibly 
cross that day. They were well 
and their horses were in good 
condition. They had taken the easter- 
ly trail from Fort Assiniboine which 
took them to the eastern end of Lesser 
Slave lake and was a day or two 
longer than the direct trail they had 
intended to take. They did not com- 
plain of having met any serious diffi- 
culties on the way. The wagon road 
of 80 miles from Peace river to Slave 
| lake is over good country, but mostly 
through small poplar and is cut into 
very deep ruts in theclay soil. At 
Slave lake post Mr. Snyder sent Con- 
stable Smith by boat to the Landing 
with Constable Phillips, he having a 
ieut foot which made horse back 
travelling very difficult. Inspt. 
Snyder left Slave lake post on Sept. 
30, and camped that night on the south 
side of the Narrows of. the lake about 
five or six miles south of the post. It 
is possible to ford the lake there at 
the present stage of water, but not 
advisable, on account of soft bottom. 
The crossing is made in beats. The 
boats which ply to Athabasca Land- 
ing cannot get closer than this point 
to the post. On the south side of the 
lake what was at one time lake, after- 
wards marsh and now dry level 
ground. supporting an immense growth 
|of hay, extends all along the shore 
| between the high ground and the 
| water. A trail used by the half 
|breed and Indian residents of the 
| lake runs all aloag. As the*lines of 
|the wacer and of the high ground in 
| the rear are both irregular, the width 
| of this grassy tract varies very much. 
| In some places it is almost pinched out 
/and in others is miles wide. The 
| grass is not ordinary slough grass. It 
is of a finer quality and is as highas a 
| horse’s back. Now that the marsh is 
dry the travelling along it is excellent. 
| There are several creeks to cross and 
they are somewhat difficult. Some 
_have to be crossed in the water of the 
lake and others in the high land south 
of the marsh. The opportunity for 
| putting up immense quantities of hay 
_along this shore are unexcelled in the 
| world. It was Mr. Snyder’s intention 
| to take the old pack trail which used 
| to be followed from Fort Assiniboine 


| to Lesser Slave lake post and which 
left the lake shore at the Big Nariows 
| about the centre of the lake and about 
| 40 miles from the H. B. post. But 
_not having a guide familiar with the 


the Pembina, about forty miles, the 
road is passable for wagons, fairly 

, and easily improved. From the 
Pembina there is a good wagon road 
to Edmonton. 

Before he left Lesser Slave lake 
post an employee of the H..B. Co. 
came in from the company’s post at 
Sturgeon lake which he left on Sept. 
25th. None of the parties starting 
from Edmonton had reached there at 
that time. Sturgeon lake is about 
225 miles from Edmontor by the 
trail. 


FROM CHICAGO. 


The Chicago party who arrived on 
Thursday bound for the Yukon say 
that they have saved a large precentage 
by purchasing their supplies at Edmon- 
ton rather than at other points. For 
patent flour they were asked $3 in 
Chicago, $3.25 at Calgary and $2.25 at 
Edmonton. On bacon the price was 
10c. in Chicago, 124c. in Calgary and 
10}c. in Edmonton. On other articles 
the difference was even greater. On 
their whole outfit they consider they 
saved at least 20 per cent by purchas- 
ing in Edmonton, The names are: 
H. Heider. Chas. Wilson, éohn Greene, 
John Lancaster, Frank Rief and An- 
drew Greene, all from Chicago. They 
are going down the Athabasca, and will 
build a boat for themselves at the 
Landing. They left Saturday. All 
were in good health and spirits and 
well satisfied with their progres® and 
prospects so far. 

They bad heard that the rivers were 
already closed, but were pleased to find 
the rivers still open and the weather 
warm and pleasant. 


PACK OR TRAVOIX. 


Messrs. John Kelly and E. Looby 
| have devised an improved travoix for 
the use of Yukon travellers, to replace 
the pack saddle. A pair of shafts are 
framed together at the rear and under 
the further end of each is securely 
placed a wooden bow the rounded part 
| of which rests on the ground when the 
| horse is hitched in the shafts. It is 
| believed that a horse will take three to 
| five hundred pounds as easily ou one 
|of these affairs as 200 pounds on his 
back. It is well known that the 
Indian travoix is much easier on a 


horse on the prairie than a packed load, 
but the ordinary travoix is not suitable 
far going through timber as it has too 
wide a spread. The effort is to get the 
advantage of the travoix by which the 
weight on the back of the horse is 
lessened without tue spread being such 
as to prevent passing through woods, 
There is no doubt this would be a great

After 
ccossing the Narrows of Sturgeon lake 
the party took the upper or left hand 
trail to Grand Prairie. To Dunvegan the 
trail is to the right, and is the trail 
thatthe travel to Si. John should fellow. 
From Sturgeon lake to the Big Smoky 
is 24 days through green timber moder- 
ately open, but with no prairie. The 
travelling is good. The Big Smoky 
has a deep and difficult valley and is 
not fordable. The stream is about 750 
feet wide and the valley 400 feet deep. 
From the crossing of the Big Smoky 
there is timber for a few miles and a 
well marked trail until the Grand 
Prairie is reached. Then the trail is 
lost in the open corntry. The H. B. 
Co. have a post at Bear lake on Grand 
Prairie about 40 miles west of the 
crossing, and Laboucan, formerly of 


» © 


“Rattle river, has a post at Saskatoon 


lake;-a little southwest of Bear lake. 
From Kles-kun lake on Grand Prairie 
Mr. Sayder turned northward to Dun- 
vegan about 50 or 60, miles crossing 
Spirit river about 15 miles south of 
Dunvegan at the H. B. Co’s eattle 
ranch. After leaving Grand Prairie 
the country varies from heavily- wood- 
ed, to prairie, and the travelling is 
good. W. Inkster, formerly of Eé¢mon- 
ton, whe went to Grand Prairie last 
year, was at Spirit river. Hetold a 
member of Mr. Snyder’s party that he 
had mined and prospected on the Wa- 
piti river, which comes into the Little 
Smoky from the west a few miles above 
where the trail crossed the latter. He 
had found fine gold, and also coarse 
gold up to half the size of a grain of 
rice several feet below the surface. But 
he was not a practical miner and gave 
it up in the fall. He had not yet been 
able io fit himself out with supplies to 
enable him to try again. There is a 
good wagon road from Spirit river to 
Dunvegan descending the south bank 
of the Peace river valley, which is 
about 800 feet deep. The river is 
about 1,000 feet wide, being somewhat 
narrower than at the Forks, The 
regular trail from Sturgeon lake to Dun- 
vegan was entered about 25 miles from 
Spirit river. The trail to Fort St. 
John, which would be followed by 
parties from Sturgeon lake, would run 
westward up the valley of Spirit river 
from where the Sturgeon lake trail 
crossed. It is said to be a good pack 
trail, a great part of the way through 
cpen country From Dunvegan to

| but little he passed it and camped the 
second night about midway between 
|the Big Narrows and the mouth of 
| Swan river which puts into the lake. 
| There he met some Indians who were 
fishing,and hired one of them to guide 
/him to the trail which he wished to 
| follow and which can be reached by 
| going southward up the valley of 
| Swan river. From the shore of the 
| lake the course taken was south east- 
_ ward, and the Swan river was reached 
|about eight miles up from the lake 
where there is some prairie and a 
white settler has squatted. The valley 
| of the Swan river was followed the 
rest of that day and all the two follow- 
ing days when the direct trail was 
reached at the northern slope of the 
Deer Mountains. On the 4th while 
following up the valley of Swan river 
the party came upon a camp of the 
Chalmers’ police party, which was 
marked Oct. 2nd. Apparently Chal- 
mers and party were going down 
Swan river as Snyder and party were 
going up, but had passed beyond the 
point at which Mr. Snyder had enter- 
ed the valley before he had entered 
it. Chalmers’ party were evidently 
examining the Swan river valley as a 
route for a wagon road,but Mr. Snyder 
does not think that it will be found 
suitable or nearly as good as the direct 
trail which he had intended to follow. 
After leaving the openings on the 
lower part of Swan river to the north 
side of Deer Mountain there was no 
good feed for horses. The Deer Moun- 
tain is high and overlooks the country 
for many miles. Just before reaching it 
Mr. Snyder found a large piece of 
coal in the bed of Swan Creek. On 
the mountain there was a inuskeg 
having rock hottom only about eigh- 
teen inches deep. Once the trail was 
reached it was well defined, was 
straight and good travelling. The 
growth on the Deer Mountains is 
chiefly small spruce and jack pine. 
South of the mountain it is chiefly 
poplar and there are plenty of open- 
ings were good feed for stock exists 
and many places in which hay can be 


put up. Taken altogether Mr. Snyder 


says he found the old trail from Deer 
Mountain to the Athabasca the best 
along his whole route. There would 
be no difficulty in opening it for 
winter travel and it could easily be 
made available for wagons in summer. 
There is very little fallen timber or 
brush, and what timber there is is 
smai!, The worst place on the trail 
is immediately after the Athabasca is 
crossed, In the valley the timber is 
heavy and a great deal is faller. The 
hill rising out of the Athabasca valley 
is not difficult. On the north side of 
the Athabasca Mr. Snyder met Messrs. 
Bourchier and Leman, of Innisfail, 
who had started for Peace river, but 
could not find the trail, although they 
were following a man who had started 
with some cattle. He-had got some 
days start, They turned back with

FORT SASKATCHEWAN RACES. |

FROM CHIPEWYAN. 


W. A. Foote. of the Duluth party, 
who wes one of a party to take the 
river route down the Athabasca in 
August last, returned on Thursday 
from Chipewyan. He brings aews of 
most of the parties who have gone 
down the river and has had a most 
interesting experience. 

Two Duluth parties, of five men 
each, left the Landing on August 
22nd in two fiat boats. The boats 
were 40x9 feet, had 5} tons cargo 
each, and drew about 20 inches of 
water. They found this draught too 
rouch below McMurray as the river 
had fallen very low. They engaged a 
guide each at the Landing to take 
them to McMurray, which is past all 
the rapids on the Athabasca, agreeing 
to pay them $50 each and_ board. 
They reached Grand rapids, 165 miles, 
without mishap in three dsys from 
the Landing. At Grand rapids they 
found that the men they had hired as 
guides were not competent to take 
them through the rapids. They dis- 
charged them paying them $30 each,and 
engaged two other competent men at 
$30 each to guide them to McMurray. 
They had also to engage three extra 
oarsmen for each boat at a cost of $15 
each and board to aid them through 
the rapids, as the guides would not 
undertake the trip with inexperienced 
oarsmen as the members of both parties 
were.

Mr. Foote started up the river on 
the 20th having hired George. Luted 
to bring him up. About 90 miles 
above Chipewyaa they met two boats 
tied together, but did not learn the 
names of the party. Shortly after- 
wards they met the first Chicago 
party of fourteen persons and seven 
tons of supplies. Near Grand rapids 
they met a party of three hunt- 
ers, who intended wintering near 
there. These were probably Hyatt, 
Dickieson and Devoll, from Montana. 
At the head of Grand rapids they met 
the Mackenzie party. Joseph Norn, 
one of the party had injured himself 
on thetrip down and wished to return. 
Mr. Foote brought him back to the 
Landing. Just above Pelican rapids 
they met two small flat boats with 
four men from Butte, Montana, The 
name of the spokesman was R C. 
Howell. The boats were drawing 
very little water and were getting on 
well. Thirty-five miles from the 
Landing he met the second Chicago 
party of six men. They had one boat 
and a small punt and had been out 
five days from the Landing. Twenty- 
five miles from the Landing he met 
the third Chicago party of three men. 
They had lightened some of their 
cargo on to a raft and hoped to make 
better progress. But the water was 
very low, too low for anything but 
a lightly laden fiat bottomed bcat. 


Mr. Foote left for home on Friday’s 
train. He warns people going into 
the north country that a man can eat 
very much more there than in the 
south and that thérerore an allowance 
of provisions that would be ample in 
the south will not do for the Yukon 
trip.

J. Graham and another party had in- 
sisted on running the last of the Fort 
Smith rapids with full loads in their 
boats and had had boats and cargos 
damaged seriously as a result. The 
Fresno party of five men, Milvain and 
Garnet, the Pembroke party and the 
Griffin party all came in while he was 
at Chipewyan and went right on.
